VERDICT FOR APPELANT^ 


Will of Dana C. Healey of Raymond 


is Declared Invalid. 


Exeter, May 2.—The attempt of Mrs. 


Myrtie B. Tilton of Raymond to break 
the will of her father, Dana C. Healey, 
has proved successful. The jury to 
which the case was given for settle- 
ment, spent more than 
twenty-four 


hours in arriving at a decision, and in 
the end returned 
a verdict 
for the 


appellant, declaring the will to be de- 
fective by reason of its being sub- 
scribed to by three witnesses out of 
the testator's 
presence. The 
jury 


found that the view was obstructed 
from Mr. Healey's bed to the table in 
the adjoining room upon which the 
will was witnessed, and that he could 
not have seen the signatures made. 


The jury returned to the court room 


twice for further instructions 
from 


Judge Pike and at ten 
o'clock this 


morning reported-an inability to agree. 
Judge Pike, however, made certain 
facts clearer and asked for a further 
consideration.

Let us remember that our decision 


is not for the present time only, but 
for long years to come. 
Every ad- 


vantage and disadvantage 
connected 


with the various localities suggested 
should be carefully considered with a 
mutual desire to make no mistake in 
the choice. 
The surroundings of a 


monument have imuch to do in fur- 
thering or hindering the impression 
that the artist would convey, in the 
embodiment which he presents of the 
idea typified by his work. An eques- 
trian statue of a major general of the 
army should conven to the spectator a 
sense of command. Its position should 
awaken thoughts of a controlling, far- 
seeing, bold, yet prudent leader. 
The 


man should dominate the situation. 


To this end it is essential that the 


statue stand out over and above ob- 
jects around it. If a wide field of sur- 
vey can be provided, so much the bet- 
ter.

about Washington, it will be generally 
agreed that no single one is more hap- 
pily located than that 
ot 
General 


Scott at the Soldiers' Home. The tow- 
ering figure ol the gallant 
soldier 


stands upon a pedestal, surmounting 
an. eminence which gives a superb 
view of the surrounding country. 


For urgent reasons, the site of the 
irthplace of General Porter on Liver- 
nore street might well be taken. An 
nscription could tell the passer by 
hat "upon this spot" tho distinguished 
oldicr was born.

jift to the city, a statue cannot be 
ilaced in the Haven park. 


Without presuming to speak of oth- 


situations, and in fact not being 


advised as to them, it occurs to me 
o remind your leaders that some years 
ago in these columns. I suggested 
yhurch Hill as an admirable site. 


By clearing away the buildings bc- 


ween St. John's church and the river, 
t tine esplanade could be provided, 
affording room tor convenient seats, 
lere a bcautitul view is to be had of 
he river, and of the country beyond. 


Visitors as they pass along upon 


he river might gain a view of the 
statue that will be specially striking, 
rloreover, the site is near that of the 
old fort, which in the earliest days 
stood upon this hill. Again, General 
Porter came of a naval iamily, and 
as the soldier in bronze looks out upon 
Badger's island, where the Ranger of 
Paul Jones was built—the association 
will be not out of place.

The Biddle Boys Should Never Have 


Taken Mrs. Soffel Along With 


Them. 


"It is the inability of the shrewd- 


est criminal to keep 
going 
without 


making a fatal mistake that detectives 
depend upon to catch them," says a 
detective. "Men with more 
brains 


than the Biddle boys, men higher up 
in the profession of burglarly, have 
made mistakes just as they did ,and 
lost their freedom or their lives there- 
by. It is nearly always drink, women 
or cards with criminals, and the of- 
ficers watch the haunts of these fel- 
lows as closely as possible. With the 
Biddies it was a woman. I never ex- 
pected them to try to take Mrs. Soffel 
with them. What I expected—and the 
reasonable thing for them to do—was 
to irnakc an appointment to moot the 
woman somewhere, then never meet 
her. 1 had no 
idea they 
would be 


taken until they 
were arrested for 


somo time. But they made the fatal 
mistake. They kopt together and took 
the woman along, and they were im- 
mediately a mark for everyone who 
reads the papers. 


"But the Biddies wcnj not clover 


burglars. They had not learned their 
profession. They were small house- 
breakers and had not learned the first 
axiom of burglars 
who know their 


biisincFR—'Don't shoot ii you can pos- 
sibly avoid it.' The mere fact that 
they shot Grocer Kahnoy is evidence 
that they were not clever. All that 
waf> ever found on them was 
cheap 


stuff. They were not clever enough to 
burglarize a storp or take any chances 
with the police. They might have gone 
on in their small way for a long time, 
if they had been clever enough to get 
out ol the Kahiiey house without us- 
ing a gnn, 


"Heal, liist-class burglars are practi- 


cally 
of the past. 
Electricity 
has 


•wiped them out. Banks and business 
houses worth robbing are too well pro- 
tected. Not only burglar alarms are 
in the way, but far more difficult to 
overcome arc the well-lighted streets 
of all the cities. 


"Consequently the field for flrstc 


class burglars it, nan owed down to 
the suburbs and to the small towns. 
How many years ago has it been since 
a real bank robbery has occurred? It 
can't be done any more. It has been 
so long since theie have been any real 
opportunities that the expert burglars 
who couTd open any sate 
made arc 


dead, in prison or cra/.y. None of the 
old experts are in the business, and no 
new crop has sprung up. Electricity 
has done more to rid the country of 
clever rogues than all the police of the 
world combined. 


"Many people have foolish ideas of 


low to act if they discover a burglar 
n the house. They think it is the part 
of the brave man to get out of bed and 
attempt to drive the burglar from the 
louse. The only proper thing to do is 
:o cover up your head and don't let 
:he thief know that you heard him. 
Let him get the $50 or $10 worth of 
plunder and get away as quickly as 
possible. That is not 
the act of a 


coward. It is a fool who attracts an 
armed burglar ready to shoot when he 
s in a corner. 


"If I were to walk out on the street 


and come face to face with a man bad 
ly wanted, and if he were to get the 
drop on me and order me to step back 
I'd step back. People might say I was 
a coward, but I'm not going up against 
an armed man without pretty nearly 
an even chance with him. A criminal 
s only taking the chances that come 
:o him. in the way of business, and he 
is. or ought to be, cool and ready for 
whatever comes. The average man 
n a case of this kind is taken by sur 
prise. It's just like an excited mob go- 
ing up against an army of trained an« 
disciplined men. The trained men ge 
the better of it. 


"There are lots of criminals who 


have never been caught and never wil 
be. Three members of the 
famous 


Blinkley Morgan gang in Ohio 
are 


still at large. There are scores like 
them. But they had to quit the busi 
ness, for sooner or later the cleveres 
of them, if they keep at it, will make 
the fatal mistake, just as the Biddk 
boys did. It's the fate of the habltua 
criminal."

- WELL. 


Santos-Dumont. the aeronaut, has 


sailed for France. 
Before sailing the inventor expressed 
his views on many subjects and various 
persons, finishing his 
conversation 


with the statement that ho could make 
an airship that would cross the, ocean 
in two days. 


"Of course. I am sorry I am going 


away," he said. "I cannot help saying 
that, considering the kindly way in 
which 1 have been treated here and tho 
many good friends I have made. I 
shall return soon, but cannot toll ex- 
actly when. I have had to bear much 
criticism in your country, but I am 
happy to say it has been more favor- 
able to mo than otherwise. 


"Lord Kelvin's statement that my 


airship would never be of any prac- 
tical use. 1 do not seriously consider, 
simply because every ono knows he 
is not an authority on flying machines. 
I admire Lord Kelvin, but do not like 
to hoar him express opinions on a sub- 
ject of which he knows 
practically 


nothing. In direct contradiction to the 
scientist's remarks comes the state- 
ment of Thomas Edison, who told mo 
be thought I had solved the ;iir ship 
problem. Mr. Kdison also told me he 
would have built air ships long ago 
it' it had not been for the unfairness 
ol your patent laws, which, be says, 
allow one man to steal another's in- 
vention without redri'ss. 
By that, I 


mean that, no matter bow small an 
inipiovenii'iil may be on an invention, 
another mail, who ba.s not invented 
the original machine, cun claim the 
whole patent. 


"I am sorry I have not been able to 


.show my machine to the public. That 
is, the only wav, I think, which will 
stimulate capitalists to the building of 
Hying machines. That is the only way 
the automobile was brought out. One 
was built in Paris, and in n very short 
time it had been improved and new 
ideas developed u n t i l we got what we 
ia\e today—every other vehicle in the 
iticet a horseless carnage.

Some of the Larver One« Wlitefc 


Bevelled ibe Earth Unconivmed. 
Fragment * of a Comet'* T»ll—The 
Intense Cold of Space Felt br Man. 
The atmosphere forms an armor 


which Is almost Impenetrable to the 
meteors that are constantly pelting 
the earth. About 2,000 of these wan- 
derers In space hit our atmosphere ev- 
ery 24 hours. Most of the meteors are 
small, 
fhey come ru&hiug through 


space, strike the atmosphere, and the 
friction against the molecules of air 
heats them to a white beat and sets 
them ablaze. Sometimes part of one 
may reach, the earth; but, as a rule, 
they are consumed, and the Oust alone, 
cosmic dust, drops upon the surface. 


One of the earliest known meteors 


fell in 204 B. C. in Phrygia, where for 
a long time it was worshiped. It was 
carried to Rome and was supposed to 
be a messenger from the gods. 
Livy 


describes a shower of meteoric stones. 
The people were greatly alarmed, aud 
the senators were demoralized and de- 
clared a nine days' festival to propiti- 
ate the gods. 
There is at Mecca a 


meteorite which fell in GOO A. D. aud 
is still worshiped by the faithful. 
* 


In Chinese literature there is men- 


tion of meteors which fell in G i l B. 
C. The oldest known meteorite which 
was seen to fall is now on exhibition 
at Ensisheim, Alsace. Germany. 
In 


1492 it came crashing down through 
the air with a roar that prostr.ueil 
peasantry with fright. 
It burled it- 


self deeply in the earth. 
It weighed 


200 pounds and bangs today in the 
parish church. 


The Chupaderos meteorite, 
which 


weighed 25 tons, fell in Chihuahua. 
Mexico. The largest meteorite known 
is the Peary stone, which weighs ap 
proximately 100 tons. The stone of 
Canon Diablo weighs at least ten tons 
and exploded high In air, the pieces be- 
ing found all over the surroun ling 
country. In Italy several instance-, are 
known of the loss of life from meteor- 
ites. 
A peasant was sitting in liis 


cabin and was killed by an iron ina^s 
that crashed through the roof. The act 
was regarded as a visitation of divine 
anger. 


The city of Milan is perhaps the on- 


ly one that has been struck by a 
meteorite. 
A meteorite of 
several 


pounds' weight fell in the heart of 
that city in the year 1CGO. on the au 
tbority of Paolo Maria Tezzayo. aud 
struck u Franciscan monk. 


More remarkable are the falls at sea. 


That a ship should be struck would 
seem an extraordinary chance. ,vet a 
Swedish ship was so struck, the stone 
Uilliug two of the crew. 
On Dec. 1. 


1800. the ship Walkamming was sail- 
ing from New York to Bremen, when 
ber ollicers noticed a brilliant meteoi 
that appeared to be bearing down on 
the vessel from southeast to northwest. 
It passed with a loud roar and hissing 
sound and plunged into the sea a'.iear 
of the ship. That it was a meteor of 
large size was evident, for a few initi 
utcs later the ship was struck by a 
tidal wave. 


Even more remarkable was the ex 


perience of the British ship Cawdor 
which reached San Francisco Nov 20 
1897. During a severe storm a large 
and 
brilliant meteor was observed 


rushing down upon the ship, and vvitl 
:v roar and filling the air with fumes oi 
sulphur it passed between the masts ot 
the ship and fell into the sea not 50 
feet from the rail. 


One of the greatest curiosities pos 


sessed by mau today is a supposed 
fragment of a comet in Mazapil. Mex 
ico. 
The fragment is believed to be : 


part of tho tail of Biela's comet. 
Ii 


1S4G something happened in space, A 
wreck occurred. 
Biela's comet tuaj 


have collided with another comet, h 
any case, the comet divided, and manj 
living observers remember seeing tin 
two parts gradually separating. 


Some fatality pursued one part o 


the comet, and it met its t'atje in in 
finite space, literally went to pieces 
and became a wreck upon the shore 
less sea of space. Astronomers predict 
ed that if the comet itself did not ap 
pear in 1ST2 Us wreckage would be 
come visible as shooting stars, an 
this prediction was realized apparent 
ly. «s on Nov. 27, 1872. there burs 
from the heavens a cloud 6f shootinj 
stars. 
During the display one piec 


dropped upon the earth and was st 
cured at Mazapil. Mexico, and was de 
clared to be a part of the great comet. 


The average meteorite immediatelj 


after its fall is intensely hot. but a 
least oue, which was handled immed 
ately after falling, still held the iu 
tense cold of space. A few men ca 
say that they have experienced this 
A meteorite exploded -above Dhurmsa 
la, Ivangra and Punjab, India, in ItJGO 
aud a section was picked up immed 
ately by. some natives, who dropped It 
with expressions of pain. The explo^ 
slon had exposed the interior of the 
meteor, which had been chilled by the 
intense cold of space and was so cold 
that its effect was like, a burn. This 
fragment is now to be seen in the Field 
museum.

curator, said. "This is perhaps the uti- 


1 ly Instance known where the cold of 


space has become perceptible to humnn 
senses."—New York Sun.

' DIVING FOR FIREWOOD. 


o such of the .boys aa delight in " 
Bwimmln." H. W. Henshavv, writing 
u The YoutU'n Companion, says of tbi* 
custom: 


Upon the shore's of Hawaii flrewocdi 
s a scarce and precious commodity. 
The present forests do not grow near 
.he sea, and, the labor of bringing wood 
from the distant timber Is great, espe-* 
dally as roads are few. Practically all 
the flrewood of the natives, and much 
that is used by the Europeans in the 
towns, is drift that is brought down 
periodically from the uplands by fresh- 
ets that follow heavy rains. 


There is nothing strange in all this, 


but what Is ^strange is the way the 
natives gather the wood. Pick it up ort 
the beach? Not at all; at least, very 
little Is obtained in that commonplace 
manner. 


Much of the island timber is extreme- 


ly heavy, and instead of floating In 
orthodox fashion, as wood should do, it 
promptly sinks to the bottom. As the 
freshet gathers headway, down come 
the heavy tree trunks and branches, 
dashing fiercely against the rough 
la-va sides of the stream and bumping 
against the bottom till all semblance oC 
their original shape Is lost and they 
are bruised into shapeless blocks or 
split Into kindling. 


The current carries them well into 


the ocean, where they settle into tbo 
sand. The first stage of their journey 
is over, now for the second, lu a day 
or two the ocean rises in Its might and 
sends lu huge breakers upon the 
shores, which catch the logs and splin- 
ters and roll them over and over, still 
on the bottom, toward the beach. 


Here is the native's chance. He has 


been waiting long for just such an op- 
portunity. Down to the shore come tho 
Kanakas in troops. No oue is left be* 
hitid save the sick and the blind. Men, 
women and children are all on tho 
beach, having an eye both to business 
and to pleasure. 


The women are clad in old, loose* 


holakus, a garment I may best describe; 
by likening it to tho original "Mother 
Hubbard." 
The men doff their gar- 


ments and doii tho economical malo, or 
waist cloth. Tho children follow suit, 
so far as dolling goes, aud don— well, 
to tell the truth, most of them don 
nothlug, aud if they are satistied, you 
and I need not complain. Aud now for 
It. 


The men dash into the breakers, div- 


lug under the big combers and rising: 
on the crests ot" the smaller ones till 
they are out shoulder high; then they 
feel around with their feet till they 
find a piece of wood— it may be only a 
splinter, or it may be a log so large as 
to require the aid of a rope to pull It 
iu; but, large or small, no matter. 
Down dives the Kanaka head foremost 
to 'seize the prize. 


The women and children wade iu a 


little distance to catch the smaller 
pieces that get past the men, aud soon 
tut! piles ou the shore grow from noth- 
ing to cords. 


A hardy native will stay In the wa- 


ter, wading and diving, for a couple of 
hours and then come out, pretty thor- 
oughly chilled, to sun himself on the 
beach in readiness for another bout 
with the waves, meantime solacing 
himself M'ith the inevitable pipe or 
cigarette. 


Hard work is this wood gathering 


by diving, what between the buffet ings 
of the waves, the cold and the labor of 
tugging the logs ashore. But for all 
that shouts and laughter fill the air, 
and oue might suppose the occasion 
was a summer picnic. 


Whatever his faults, the Kanaka has 


not added to the gloom and discontent 
of the world. He endures disappoint- 
ment and misfortune with cqtianimity. 
and when the clouds pass and the sun 
shines he is ready to laugh and be glad.

If it was 
in tho midst of the vegetable season, 
vre had rich, high colored beef soup, 
u ith plenty of tomatoes, okra, grated 
eorn and such like, well proportioned 
and well seasoned with pepper and a 
little onion. 


"M'hen the soup plates wore taken 


off, and after the tureen was set a.side, 
then a line home raised ham took its 
place in front of the hostess. 
I can 


discern tlie delicious flavor right now 
in mv recollection. Sometimes the skin 
was peeled oil' and the outride plenti- 
fully sprinkled or dusted with black 
ooppcr. and that delirious meat \\as 
;;ood as long as a piece was let! on the 
boil", l-'or my part, I liked it best with 
the .skin left on, because the meat \\as 
cured so perfectly that oven the skin 
was toothsome 
and 
preserved 
tho 


juices -nt 11 the meat v,a.s consumed. 


"At the other end of the- table, in 


front of the host, you would see a lino 
i oast turkey—if tho season was winter 
or early spring—garnished with pars- 
ley and slices of cold boiled eggs. Tlie 
dressing was 
rich, made of bread 


crumbs if you had them, otherwise a. 
pan was filled with thick, rich batter, 
iilenty of eggs, plenty of butter, dain- 
t i l y st-a.-nned, and cooked until the 
-.in fling \\ns of t he right consistency, and 
ihon tho towl was packed full, and l i t - 
tle eakes of the dressing, baked along 
in tho pan. to garnish tho sides of the 
groat turkey dish. If the time was mi-1- 
suwnior. the turkey was replaced by 
huge dishes full of fried chicken and 
baked chicken, sometimes with the 
fnv. I •sim.th'.'ivd.' 
The chicken menu 


was varied if tlie time was ripe for kid 
moat or fat mutton, as it happened. 
Late in tho fall a shoulder of fat pig or 
a whole young pig was seen, roasted to 
n turn. 


"All along down the table you would

Gra- 
cious plenty was in tho kitchen as well 
as the house, and no chef in a million-, 
aire's kitchen is as much gratified as 
the old time cook, whose head kerchief 
or turban was as white as her fresh 
apron was spotless whenever her mis- 
tress called her name and introduced 
her to the ladies who lingered at the 
table after the men folks had gone to 
the piazza, or Hie parlor lire for an aft- 
er dinner smote."—Atlanta Journal.

The house conferees have submitted 


a proposition which is being consid- 
ered by the senate conferees. Chair- 
man Burton wants to keep the bill as 
near the $60,000,000 mark as possible. 
The discussion and contention is upon 
the items which have been added to 
the bill In the senate. 


The failure ot the passage of the 


bill last year has taught those inter- 
ested in it a lesson, and 
before its 


passage will be jeopardized by a re- 
fusal on the part of the house to ac- 
quiesce in the demands of the senate 
those demands will be granted. 


Senator Gallinger feels that there 


is no cause for anxiety, and that the 
proposition which the senate is now 
considering and will decide in a day 
or two will settle the difficulty and the 
bill will become a law.

Ing of names, trademarks and other de- 
signs upon hat tips and sweat leathers 
in hats, and upon the labels used on 
hat boxer., is a business by itself. The 


I liat tip, or crown lining of a hat, is 


I sometimes made of paper, ofteucst of 
satin. In a silk hat and iu some stiff 
hats the tip covers the entire interior 
of the crown above the sweat leather; 
in straw hats the tip is very often 
composed of a broad strip of satin 
upon a lace crown lining. Many stiff 
hats and most soft hats are uow fin- 
ished without tips, in which case tho 
trademark or name Is printed on tho 
sweat leather. 


Tip printing is done from brass dies 


and lu the finest work from steel 
plates. These dies and plates are made 
iir very great variety, lu a large es- 
tablishment devoted to hatters' print- 
ing there might be found 30,000 dies 
jnid,10,000 steel plates. Proof impres- 
sion's of this great number of dies and 
plates fill many huge, ledger like vol- 
umes, upon whose pages they are se- 
cured as iu scrapbooks. 


There are throughout the country 


thousands of retailing hatters, each 
having a separate die of his own, with 
which the tips of the bats be sells are 
printed; some hut jobbers might have 
many! dies, including dies of trade- 
marks and designs far special lines of 
goods. All these dies and plates, bow- 
ever varied nud widely distributed 
their ownership may be, are kept in the 
establishment of the printer, ready for 
use on occasion. The owner pays for 
the engraving of the lirst die, the cost 
varying according to its elaborateness; 
if a die or plate becomes worn nnd a 
new die is needed the printer supplies 
it. 


In the large hatters' printing estab- 


lishments everything pertaining to the 
business Is done, including the de.sign- 
ing aud engraving of the dies and

Some designs, the trademarks 


of old established houses, become fa- 
miliar from long continued use. As dies 
and plates wear out they are simply 
replaced, the design com inning the 
same. 


On the other hand, every year, for 


oue reason and another, many designs 
go out of use, and finally the dies and 
platos arc destroyed; but every year 
then; arc produced for individual deal- 
ers nnd for general trade purpose:-; 
thousands of new designs, so that the 
number of dies anil plates on hand ;it 
the printer's is always great. These 
designs, aside from those made for in- 
dividual hatters, include a very great 
variety of subjects. Thus then.1 might 
be seen printed on hat tips ships and 
locomotives nnd horses and anvils 
and many other things; and any name 
or object of public interest at the mo- 
ment is likely to be reproduced iusido 
of hats. 


Almost every Iiat worn bears within 


it printing in some form. It' the hat 
has no tip it appears on the sweat leain- 
er, and it may also be in such a hat 
upon what is called a sticker, this be- 
ing a piece of paper, cloth or leather, 
ill outline of the exact shape and ,sb'.o 
of tho die, upon which uro printed the 
dealer's trademark and name, the 
sticker being pasted in the center of 
the crown of the hat. 


The retail hat dealer, wherever uo 


may be, if lie desires a distinctive 
trademark or name design to appear in 
the hats he sells, sends to somo big 
hatters' printing establishment for a 
design; he sends, perhaps, a suggestion 
of his own, or it may be that lie relics 
upon the designer of tho printing es- 
tablishment. One or more designs are 
made and submitted to him for ap- 
proval. According as may be required, 
such designs might embody in some ar- 
tistic form simply the name and ad- 
dress; often such, dies or plates are 
made in designs appropriate to the re- 
gion, state or locality. Such dies and 
plates are made in almost endless va- 
riety. The plate would remain at tho 
printer's, and when the retailer ordered 
hats of the jobber with whom lie dealt 
the jobber would have the tips and 
sweat leathers with which the hats 
thus ordered were finished 
printed 


from the customer's owu dies. 


Tips are printed in gold lenf, in silver 


leaf and iu aluminium leaf nud iu ink 
in various colors; sometimes they are 
printed in combinations of colors. Most 
commonly, however, they are printed 
"in a single metal or color. All sweat 
leathers are printed in one or another 
.of the metals. 


Box labe.ls for hat boxes-are made 


both plain and embossed in a very 
great variety of styles, and these are 
printed in variety as to color. A hat 
dealer might have his own design com- 
plete for box label as well ns for hat 
tip; or he may select one from among 
many box labels that nre made with a 


position for a quick sprint. Nothing 
happened, and the lounger hastily dis- 
avowed any interest iu dynamite.

."It is our intention," said Mr. Mor- 


gan, 
"to give employment to all the 


local people possible. We are also giv- 
ing local teams the preference in the 
work of preparing the location for the 
buildings of the plant. While the White 
Mountain Paper 
company 
controls 


many teams in its lumber region in 
northern New Hampshire, they will 
not be brought here unless it is made 
absolutely necessary by the scarcity 
of suitable teams in this section." 


Mr. Morgan further 
stated that a 


large amount, of the machinery to be 
Installed in the plant will probably be 
delivered at Freeman's Point on July 
first. lie expects to have a building 160 
feet long ready to receive it. 


According to the contracts govern- 


ing the construction of the mill, the 
manufacture of paper there will proba- 
bly begin Inside of a year. 


When asked where the main offices 


of the company would be, Mr. Morgan 
replied: "Right here, and 
nowhere 


else. Plans have already been drawn 
tor a line office structure, to be located 
at Freeman's Point."

ISLANDS GROWING SMALLER. 


Wood Island Well Wooded When the 


Piscataqua Was Discovered. 


The islands at the month of the har- 


bor have been growing smaller every 
year by the inroads ot the sea. Wood 
Island was well wooded when 
the 


Piscataqua was discovered—hence it? 
name. The island was ceded to the 
united States government in 1R27 and 
Whalesbaek light house was built in 
1820. At that time a half acre of grass 
land was mowed upon the island. It 
contained a spring where the crews of 
vessels filled their water casks. To- 
day the spring ia gone and much of 
the soil. A sea wall should be built 
around the island to protect it from 
the sea. A breakwater should be built 
trom this -island to Gerrish island to 
protect the harbor. Pepperrell's cove 
should then be dredged, which would 
restore it. to its ancient renown as a 
safe harbor. Today in a southeast gale 
of wind at high tide when the islands 
arc covered by the sea a vessel would 
be safer in mid ocean than at anchor 
ir. the open harbor, whereas 
if the 


harbor was protected by a breakwater 
it would be one of the safest harbors 
on the coast—York Courant.
